CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


TWENTY-FOURTH SESSION-SIXTH DAY. 


SENATE. 


Sacramento, January 8, 1831. 
The Senate met a: 10 o’clock a. m , pursuant to 
adjournment. President Mansfield presiding. 
Roll call. Quorum present. 
Reading and correcting the journal. 
Senator Kane stated that his eyesight was troub 
ling him, and, by request, was excused from serving 
on the Committee on Engrossment. 
The Committee on Contingent Expenses and Mile­ 
age submitted a report, which was read and adopted. 
A report was made by the Judiciary Committee 
with the following recemmcudations: S. B. 24, an 
Act to amend Section 720 of an Act to establish a 
Code of Civil Procedure, relating to the foreclosure 
of mortgage, and S. B. 35, providing for the enforce­ 
ment of mechauic»’ liens, etc., indefinite postpone 
nicnt. Also, the indtfiuite postponement of S. E. 
42, amending Section 1171 of the Pm d Code; also, 
the indefinite postponement of 8. B. 15, a bill to 
amend Sections 349, 368 and 902 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure, 
concerning proceedings in Justicj»’ 
Courts; S. B. 45, relating to the punishment of 
murderers, etc., introduced by Senator Johnson, 
that it do not pas*; S B. 17, to add a new section 
to the C»*de of Civil Procedure, to be known as Sec­ 
tion 1723, relating to property in which deceased 
persons held a life estate which terminated and ex­ 
pired upon the death of such persons, and S. B 33, 
to prevent hunting and shooting on privattfinclosed 
grounds, were n presented b substitute bills, the 
passage of which was recommended. 
It was recommended that the following bills be 
passed as amended: 
S. B. 9, an Act to prevent the 
sale of adulterated milk ; S B. IS, to repeal Section 
1370 of the Code of Civil Procedure concerning a 
married woman as administratrix; S. B. 41, to 
amend Section 1171 of the Penal Cotie in relation to 
the preparation, presentation and settlement of 
bills of exception in criminal cases; S. B. 4, to 
amend Section 1168 of the Penal Code in relation to 
appeals in criminal cases from Justice or Police 
Courts V* the Superior Courts, and S. B. 31, to pro­ 
vide for the removal of civil officers for a violation 
of official duties. 
The following bills were recommended to be 
passed : S. B. 23, lo amend Sections 1811 and lS12of 
the Code of Civil Procedure relatii g to sole traders ; 
S. B. 25, releasing to William Scbolle and his assigns 
certain lands in San Francisco, and authorizing the 
Governor t » make conveyance thereof; S. B 36, 
to amend T Lie 11 of Part 4 of the Civil Code, relat­ 
ing to mining corporations; S. B. 47, to amend Sec­ 
tion 2209 of the Civil Code, in relation to damages 
awarded when telegraphic messages are refused or 
postpoued ; and S. B. 52, to amend Section 310 of 
the Penal Code, relative to pawnbrokers charging 
an unlawful interest. 
The follow ing bills were introduced, read for the 
first time, and r. ferred to appropriate comiui:tee9 : 
By Mr. CosoRR—To amend Section 190 of the 
Penal Code so as to re-enact the former Code, mak­ 
ing the penalty for murder in the first degree death, 
by taking away the present discretionary pow er of 
juries, etc. 
Bv Mr. SETTER white—Amending the Penal Code 
relating t » the reduction of peremptory challenges. 
By Mr. Wexdkli,- R epealing the Aet to promote 
drainage. 
Also, an Act to mvide the State into 40 Senatorial 
and 80 Assembly districts. 
By Mr. J o h n s o n — amending the Political Code 
relutive to the State Library. 
Also, providing for the erection of monuments 
over the graves of persons dying in this State. 
By Mr. Ajídersox—Appropriating $118,294 to pay 
the expenses of the recent Constitutional Conven­ 
tion. 
By Mr. ZüCK—Providing for the payment of sta­ 
tionery and light d ficieiicy appropriation. 
Also, for the deficiency i:i the postage in t he Ad- 
Jutant-General’a office. 
Also, deficiency in contingent expenses in the 
office of the Clerk of the Supremo Court. 
Also, for deficiency in furniture, repairs, etc., for 
átate Capitol. 
Also, for deficiency for postage, etc., in office of 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
A resolution by Mr Watson, au th o rin g the Ser­ 
geant-at-Arms to receive the warrants of Senators, 
was read and adopted. 
Mr. Lampson offered a resolution requiring the 
Secretary of State to supply members with copies of 
Hit»ell’s Codes, to be paid for out of the contingent 
fund, aud returned at the close of the session. 
Referred to the Committee on Contingent Ex­ 
penses 
At 10:45 the Senate adjourned until Monday.

CHINESE LABOR. 
Senate Bill No. 51 (by Mr. Nelson)—Prohibits em­ 
ployment of Chinese in any ca. acity on any State, 
county, city and county, or other public works; 
contracts therefor not to be recovered: warrants 
th°refor not to be paid; materials, the result of 
Chinese labor, not to be used ; money for labor tobe 
recovered back, if afterwards it is established that 
the labor or material was Chinese. 
OPIUM SMOKING. 
Senate Bill No. 10 (by Mr. Davis)—Adds Section 
307 to the Penal Code, prohibiting the keeping of 
opium-smoking resorte, and making visitation of snch 
places a misdemeanor, or the sale or giving away at 
such places of opium for smoking or other use. 
TELEGRAPHIC MESSAGES. 
Senate Bill No. 47 (by Mr. Johnson)—Amends Sec­ 
tion 2209 Df the Civil Code so that damages recover­ 
able for refusal or postponement of a, message con­ 
trary to the code, shall he the actual damage, and 
*300 iu addition, instead of $50, as now. 


PROTECTION OF SHEEP. 
Senate Bill No. 14 (by Mr. Moreland)—Owner of 
dog killing or injuring sheep liable in damages. 
Anyone is authorized to kill a dog known to engage 
in sheep-killing or chasing. 


AGED W OM EN. 
Senate Bill No. 39(by Mr. Lampson)—Appropriates 
to aid institutions for the support of aged and in­ 
digent women, maintained in whole or part by 
charity, $1,000 per year where twenty have been 
auppoi ted for six months, and f*>r each additional 
twenty-five in excess of fifty, $500, but no woman 
under*55 years of age is to be benefited by this Act. 
Provides for a registry and gives form of application 
for the State aid, etc. 


REGULATING THE TELEGRAPH COMPANIES. 
Senate Bill No 43 (by Mr. Johnson)—Fixes max­ 
imum telegraphic ratt-i for flr3t ten words anywhere 
within the State, 25 cents ; each additional ten, 
five cents; but lower rates may be contracted for. 
Violation punished by fine not less than $50. nor more 
than $500. or imprisonment in jail not more than 
six months, or by both.

ties. The sale for old indebtedness evidences must 
be approved by B >ard. Tax V» be levied to pay in­ 
terest on the bonds, and enough to p*y in five years 
at least 20 per cent, of the principal, nine years 40 
per cent., and at or before maturity tie whole 
principal and interest.

J. F. Baker has sold his Homer Indej:, 
aud is about to seek new fields. 
Five large ships aro discharging their 
cargoes at Long wharf, Oakland. 
Fresno wants a bank with a capital of 
$200,000, and promises business for it. 
Lundy, or Mill Creek, was connected 
with Bodie on January 1st by a telegraph 
line. 
Virginia City, Nev., has a musical prod­ 
igy in the person of young Marco Fred­ 
ericks. 
Bolinas dairymen taik of organizing a 
protective association to fight against oleo­ 
margarine. 
The lands of the Steptoe and Duck Creek 
valleyB, near Cherry Creek, Nev., are fast 
being settled. 
The average deposits in the Salt Lake 
banks in 1SS0, were more than double 
those of 1879.

But now such 
le^slation is only beaten at one session of 
the Legislature to appear again at the next, 
and so the public time is wasted in fighting 
over old battles, and in demonstrating anew 
the mischievous character of measures 
which ought long since to have been 
dropped. Among such bad bills must be 
classed that introduced by Senator John­ 
son on the subject of insurance. We 
can recall no controversy in which a more 
conclusive demonstration has been had 
of the objectionable character of a proposed 
law than that which a year ago culminated 
in the rejection of Mr. Johnson’s insurance 
Act. Vet he brings it forward again, as 
though the question was a new and open 
one, and there are not wanting indications 
that the old attack upon the foreign or 
outside insurance companies is to be re­ 
nt wed as vigorously as ever. It is impos­ 
sible to allege any public demand for legis­ 
lation of this kind, for the interests 
of the public are diametrically opposed 
to it. 
The public are the insurers. 
What they require is the widest 
possible choice in 
the placing of 
their risks. There can be no sueh thing 
as protection to local insurance companies, 
compatible with protection of the local 
• ublic, for the only guarantee insurers can 
have for the validity of their policies is the 
wide distribution of the risks held by the 
companies with which they insure. The 
idea that local insurauce companies can be 
built up by excluding foreign companies, 
without imperilling the property of their 
customers, is wholly fallacious. It is not 
for the good of the community that local 
companies should carry heavy local risks. 
If they do there is always danger that 
some extensive conflagration may at once 
ruin them and their customers. But this 
is not all that has to be considered. We 
showed during the last session of the 
Legislature that the California insurance 
companies were already carrying risks 
far in excess of prudence. They were 
at that 
time pledged 
for claims 
thirty-eight times the amount of their 
aggregate capital, and it was clear that 
they were doing an unsafe business. We 
pointed out at that time that if any legis­ 
lation was had in the premises it ought to 
bo for the purpose of compelling these 
compauies to protect their risks better, 
or to curtail them. We have no evidence 
that they have done either, but we find 
them coming again before the Legislature 
and asking for laws which have been 
proved to be most emphatically against 
public policy. There is no excuse for this, 
and it ought to be rebuked by the Legis­ 
lature. The people of California do not 
want any such legislation as is proposed. 
They know when they are well off, and 
they have no fault to find with the 
insurance situation as it exists. What 
they think of the relative advantages of 
insurance in home and foreign companies, 
is shown in the fact that they do five- 
sevenths of their insurance with the latter.

WHAT THE "TIMES” D0E3 NOT KNOW. 


JURIES IN MURDER CASES. 
Senator Conger has introduced a bill 
re-cnacting the old code provision in rela­ 
tion to punishment for murder. It reads : 
“ Every person guilty of murder in the 
“ first degree shall suffer death, and every 
“ person guilty of murder in the second 
“ degree is punishable by- imprisonment in 
“ the State Prison for not ltS3 than ten 
“ years.” The present law gives juries in 
murder cases the option of fixing the pun­ 
ishment for murder in the first degree at 
imprisoument for life, and the object of 
the new bill is to abolish this option, to 
the iuteut that capital punishment may be 
restored. Whether it is really calculated 
to produce this effect is, however, open to 
question. 
When the present law was 
enacted the principal argument for it was 
that juries would frequently acquit mur­ 
derers, rather than hud verdicts which 
condemned them to the gallows. If this 
was the tendency at that time, and if the 
failure of justice in murder cases has be­ 
come more common since, it seems a ra­ 
tional inference that this tendency has 
become more marked, and should this 
be so it follows that a return to 
the old law would only* produce an aggra­ 
vation of the failures which caused that 
law to be changed. At present it is com­ 
plained that juries are eo tender-hearted 
that they will not even convict when they 
have the option of saving murderera from 
the gallows. Is it probable that a change 
of the law which deprived them of this 
option would make them readier to con­ 
vict ? It was hoped when the present law 
was enacted that it would encourage juries 
to send murderers to the penitentiary, even 
if they did not hang them. Judging from 
general results it has not had this effect. 
The data for forming an intelligent conclu­ 
sion are however not attaiuable. In a 
case of this kind statistics are needed, and 
these the County Clerks should be able to 
furnish, though a previous effort to procure 
the information from those officials failed 
signally. 
\\ ith the slender knowledge 
available the prospect of reform through 
the proposed reversion to the old law does 
not appear very bright, but before any 
change is made some endeavor should be 
made to ascertain what effects the present 
provision has really had. 


A PRACTICAL PROPOSITION. 
Captain Eads is reported as saying that 
he will not ask Congress to assist his ship­ 
railway until he has proved its feasibility- 
by actual experiment. He says that he 
will pursue the same course here as in his 
Mississippi jetty project. The success of 
the latter fully justified his confidence and 
his boldness, and the soundness of his 
judgment in the past warrants the belief 
that he knows what he is undertaking now. 
Certainly it would be impossible for any 
projector to make a fairer proposition than 
this. He is willing to assume all the risk 
of demonstration, and only asks that if 
the practicability of his ship-railway is 
proved, he shall receive a guarantee for a 
part of his bonds. It is beginning to look 
as though the ship-railway would prove the 
most turinidable rival to the Panama canal 
of Leaseps. 


The reason oi this is on the surface. The 
foreign companies possess an immense 
aggregate capital, and their risks are care­ 
fully- and widely distributed. They do 
not carry all their eggs in one basket, like 
the home companies, and therefore they 
are more trustworthy. W hat the insurer 
wants is a guarantee for the payment of 
his policy in tic event of loss. He be­ 
lieves that the foreign companies give him 
a better guarantee than the local ones, and 
so he goes to them. His belief in this 
regard is founded upon experience, and 
it is justified. The local companies now 
propose that the guarantee of the insurer 
shall be taken away from him, and that 
he shall be compelled to place his risks 
where the hazard is too great for safety. 
It is plain that the very last tiling 
thought of in this proposition is the public 
interest. 
The Legislature is supposed 
to be the agent of the people, but 
the local companies ask it to sacrifice the 
clearest inter sts of its principals in order 
to benefit them. This is a very audacious 
and unreasonable demand, and it ought not 
to be entertained. It is not at all a ques­ 
tion of friendship for the foreign compa­ 
nies, moreover. If they or any of them 
were in the position of the local corpora­ 
tions, the arguments which apply to the 
latter would apply to them. If they did 
not afford a guarantee to their customers it 
would be in order to compel them to do so, 
or to go out of business in the State. But 
the question is mainly’, we might almost 
say wholly, one of the public welfare. 
When it is proposed that foreign insurance 
companies shall be discriminated against, 
and in .any way discouraged from doing 
business 
in 
the 
State, 
what 
is 
really proposed is that the people 
of California shall be deprived of 
the protection of insurance. There is no 
class to be benefited by’ such legislation 
but the few persons interested in the local 
insurance companies. All the interests of 
the property owners are the other way; 
and the great mass of property owners, 
v. ho are the insurers, are also the voters 
and the taxpayers of California. These 
resent and protest against the insurance 
legislation now proposed, nor can the Leg­ 
islature pretend to auy regard for the 
public welfare if it enacts such laws. The 
people want all the competition in insur­ 
ance they can have, provided it is safe. 
They do not want monopoly, and least 
of all can they afford to tolerate local 
monopoly. It is to be hoped therefore 
that all bills of the kind referred to will 
be promptly voted down, if they are not, 
which would be still better, killed in com­ 
mittee. 


THE CASS OF CANNON. 
It looks as though Cannon, the Mormon 
Delegate to CongreBS, who has for bo many 
years succeeded in defying public senti­ 
ment and in retaining his seat, will go no 
more to Washington. His competitor in 
the late canvass, Allen G. Campbell, the 
Gentile candidate, has contested his elec­ 
tion before the Governor of Utah, on the 
ground, amonj others, that he is not a citi­ 
zen of the United States. There is no 
question that Cannon received a large ma­ 
jority of the votes, but the evidence 
against his eligibility was so strong 
that the Governor issued the certifi­ 
cate to Campbell. 
Of course Cannon 
claims that the contest should be made 
before the House of Representatives, 
and that the Governor has no right to go 
behind the returns. The Governor, how­ 
ever, holds that under the Act of Congress 
providing that no person shall be capable 
of voting or holding office in any Territory 
who is not a citizen of the United States, 
or has not declared his intention to become 
such, he is justified in withholding the 
certificate from Cannon. 
It is further 
alleged that Cannon, being a polygamist, 
could not be well disposed toward the 
Government of the United States, and 
thereforo could not have declared his inten­ 
tion to become a citizen. The practical 
effect of giving a certificate to Campbell 


The London Times frequently gives forth 
such strange utterances about America as 
indicate the survival of a phenomeral ig­ 
norance in that great journal concerning 
nearly everything transatlantic. It has 
just now been commenting upon the char­ 
acter of our immigration, and has reached 
the conclusion that the United States are 
to be envied in this connection. Curi­ 
ously enough this observation comes pre­ 
cisely at the time when American thinkers 
are predicting the most serious calamities 
from that very European immigration 
which the Times thinks we ought to be 
proud of. Experience indeed has proved 
that no matter how disposed foreigners 
may be to industry and peaceful existence, 
their general ignorance of the entire scheme 
of government uuder which they are to 
live renders them easy dupes to dema­ 
gogues who are by no means harmless, 
and retards progress, and introduces 
elements of confusion and danger and cor­ 
ruption which it is impossible to counter 
act with sufficient rapidity to prevent 
grave evils. We do not know where the 
Times obtained its idea that our immigrants 
are all wealthy and well educated, but 
certainly not from American statistics. In 
fact, the paralyzing influence of foreign ig­ 
norance upon our p iitics has of late years 
become so formidable that our educational 
system lias failed to keep up with it, and 
it is notorious that our principal cities 
have fallen into the hands of plunderers 
through no other agency. Keen observers 
have for some time past insisted that it 
would be necessary to put a stop to the 
naturalization of foreigners as a measure of 
self-protection, and it is to be noted that 
this conviction is gaining ground steadily. 
The Times, therefore, could hardly have 
gone farther astray in its remarks. 


GOING TOO FAR. 
The indications are that Parnell and his 
associates are goiDg too far with their 
obstructive programme, and that they are 
likely to be brought to a standstill. The 
temper of the House of Commons is not 
just now particularly good, and with an­ 
archy in Ireland and open and defiant ob­ 
struction on the floor, it is likely to 
become intolerant rapidly. 
The Land 
Leaguers build too much on the supposition 
that the House will allow itseli to be 
strangled with its own rules. No parlia­ 
mentary body will suffer that. When it 
finds that business which it thinks urgent 
is being impeded by these members, there 
is a strong probability that it will sweep 
out of the way the rules on which they 
rely, and adopt new ones by which they 
can be gagged at pleasure. This is the 
danger into which they appear to be run­ 
ning their heads at present. 


DESPERATE DEER. 
Narrow Escape of a Young Girl—Kan 
Seriously Injured. 
[Santa Barbara Free Press, January 3d.] 
A most desperate encounter with an in­ 
furiated deer occurred at Montecito Sat­ 
urday, which well nigh resulted fatally to 
one of our leading citizens. The deer was 
a pet, the property of Judge E. B. Hall. 
It was a male deer, about two years old, 
with keen-pointed horns, which cut like 
sword-poicts. It was kept tethered with 
a rop?, but was always gentle aud peacea­ 
ble, and was a great favorite with the en­ 
tire household. On Saturday it managed 
to free itself from the rope by which it was 
bound, and without any apparent cause 
attacked the daughter of Judge Hall, a girl 
about 14 years old, tossing her upon his 
horns and tearing her clothes very badly. 
Fortunately he tossed her into a tunnel 
excavated to afford a supply of water, aud 
she bad the presence of mind to lie 
etill until be went away. Escaping into 
the house, she told her story. About this 
time James H. Jacobs called, and was 
cautioned lest the deer should attack him, 
as he attempted to leave the premises. 
The deer saw him and followed slowly 
after him, limping badly, as if he were 
lame. Believing he would have no diffi­ 
culty’ in tying the deer, Mr. Jacobs picked 
up the trailing rope, led the animal to the 
place where it had been fastened, and 
was stooping over to tie the rope, when 
the deer made a sudden plunge at him. 
The horns struck him upon the side of the 
leg, just over a pocket which contained a 
tobacco-pouch. 
The pouch wa3 com­ 
pletely 
pierced, 
but the force of 
the blow was checked, and Mr. Jacobs 
was not huit. 
The second onset was 
far more disastrous. 
One 
plunge 
of the deer’s horns completely pierced Mr. 
Jacob’s left cheek, and protiuded into his 
mouth, inflicting an ugly, piainful and some­ 
what dangerous wound. With a third 
bound, the frantic animal thrust a horn 
through the fleshy portion of Mr. Jacob’s 
leg, entering from behind, passing clear 
through the leg and protruding in front. 
Realizing that the contest was one of life 
and death, Mr. Jacobs then seized the 
maddened buck by the horns, and by main 
strength endeavored to master it. The 
deer was very powciful, and would doubt­ 
less have soon overpowered his wounded 
and bleeding adversary. Mrs. Judge Hall 
and Mrs. Dr. Crooks, however, had rushed 
to the rescue, the former bearing an ax. 
Mrs. Crooks caught thedeer by the hindlegs, 
and Mrs, Hall struck it a heavy blow upon 
the back. The blow was not sufficient, 
however, and the deer gave a severe kick, 
his hoof striking Mrs. Crooks’ arm near the 
shoulder. With heroic nerve Mrs. Crooks 
then seized the ax, aud despite the strug­ 
gles of the animal and the close proximity 
of Mr. Jacobs’ hands, planted a full blow 
with the blade of the ax squarely in the 
deer’s forehead, stretching it lifeless upon 
the ground. Dr. Crooks dressed Mr. Ja­ 
cobs’ wounds, and although the latter is 
confined to his bed, there is little doubt 
but lie will speedily recover. The wound 
in his cheek passed through the parotid 
gland and will leave a very bad scar. Mrs. 
Dr. Crooks is unable to use her arm to-day, 
but will not receive any permanent injury. 
She is entitled to the highest degree of 
praise for her coolness, determination and 
presence of mind. 


AN ANCISNT AND CUNNING DEVICE 
Ccelius Secundus Curion was a zealous 
Lutheran of the sixteenth century in Turin. 
Taking exception to a passage in a sermon 
a Jesuit was preaching in the cathedral, he 
called him a liar. He was seized and 
thrown into the prison of the Inquisition, 
where his feet were shackled to ponderous 
blocks of wood to prevent hi3 moving. Ac­ 
cording to his own account, after having 
spent a week in these ornaments, he in­ 
duced bis jailer, on the plea that he was 
perishing of pain in his constrained po­ 
sition, to unshackle one leg for him. Then 
he tore his shirt into shreds, and taking 
off his stocking and slipper stuffed them 
with these rags till he had made a very fair 
model of a leg and foot. A broken 
broom-stick 
supplied 
him with 
a 
bone, and as he tells it, “ hiding 
my 
real 
limb 
under 
my 
cloak, 
I sat calmly awaiting the success of my 
ruse. After a time the young man came 
in to pay me his usual visit and ask me 
how I did. ‘ I should feel better,’ I said, 
pointing to my dummy, ‘if you would 
kindly fasten this leg to the fetter and let 
me give the other a rest. ’ He consented, 
and chained up my false limb with all im 
aginable care. 
At night, when Curion 
heard his attendants Bnoring, he parted 
company with his fettered leg, undressed 
it, clothed himself again and stole out oi 
his cell,which bo one had t iken the tronble 
to fasten on the outside. He found nieaua 
to scale the outer walls of his prison and 
regain his liberty. His escape, which he 
describes in this matter-of-fact way, figures 
in the pious histories as the work of witch­ 
craft, on the ground that the devil is ever 
ready to assist his own.

Bringing Down H um an Game. 
N evada, January 8th.—Last Sunday, 
while two Chinamen were engaged in 
sluicing, near the mouth of the South Yuba, 
half a mile below Bridgeport, three Indians 
shot at them with rifles fioru the side of the 
hill. One of the shots took effect in the back 
of one of the Celestials named Ah Sne, and 
passed out under the light nipple, causing his 
death almost instantly. The other Mongo­ 
lian escaped without injury. At first it was 
not known who committed the deed, but sus­ 
picion was thrown upon the three Indians, 
who were immediately afterward arrested. 
They were tried yesterday before Judge 
Stotlar, at San Juan, and gave their names 
as Louis Rose, Indian Frank aud Durkie. 
The latter, who is the youngest of the three, 
confessed that they had fired at the China­ 
men. The reason for so doing, he claimed, 
was as follows : "They had started out early 
ill the morning to hunt deer, and not finding 
any, they were returning home, when they 
espied tne Celestials. Louis Rose, the elder 
oi the three, proposed to shoot them as a 
substitute for deer. Indian Frauk seconded 
the motion, but Durkie was not in favor of it. 
After arguing the question, it was decided 
that they should all raise their rifles at the 
same time and fire, which they did ,with the 
result as already stated.” The three blood­ 
thirsty hunters were brought over to-day 
from San Juan by Judge St..tliy, and lodged 
in the County Jail, to await their trial for 
murder. Durkie will probably be discharged, 
but the other two will doubtless go to the gal­ 
lows.

A Mother's Mad Dentil.

C hinen- T realies — C om m issioner 
Sw lfl In terv iew ed . 
S an F ra n c isco , January 9th.—The Call 
to-morrow will publish an interview with 
John F. Swift, one of the Commissioners to 
negotiate a treaty with China, who returned 
by the steamer Gaelic to-day. He states that 
the report regarding the treaty published by 
the New York Herald aud telegraphed to this 
coast was authentic, the information con­ 
tained therein having been imparted by the 
Commissioners to the Herald correspondent, 
who accompanied the Commission. 
Mr. 
Swift says that in addition to the points 
heretofore made public, the treaty contains a 
clause reserving to the United States the 
right to terminate at any time the residence 
of Chinese laborers in this country. It was 
also tacitly understood that the Chinese can­ 
not be naturalized in the United States, aud 
that the naturalizations already accomplished 
shall be considered null arid void. The 
negotiations were concluded November 20th. 
Everything was ready on the 16th, but theword 
"disaster ” occurred in the treaty, and it is 
the law of China that that word cannot be 
presented to the attention of the Emperor 
within five days of certain important event3, 
among which is the birthday of a member of 
the royal family, which necessitated the delay. 
About two weeks btf.-ra the conclusion of 
the treaty, the Commissioners were so much 
disheartened that they were on the point of 
giving up the negotiations, ar.d would have 
left Pekin, but for the fact that communica­ 
tions were interrupted by the severity of the 
weather, and pending their renewal the Chi­ 
nese officials made the concessions desired. 
Mr. Swift denies the report that the Chinese 
met the Commissioners half way in their 
propositions, and says that the points sought 
were oulv accomplished by persistent tffort. 
He also denies the report that Minister An­ 
gelí contemplates resigning his position. 
Ua December 13th a Japanese coasting 
steamer, with 60 passengers and a crew of 22, 
foundered in an inland sea, and 64 lives were 
lost.

Belt'salo I'a aioa-D ecisio n Unit He is not 
u Citizen. 
S a lt L ake, January Sth.—When tho re­ 
turns nf the late election for Delegate in Con­ 
gress were canvassed by Secretary of State 
Thomas, in December, the Gentile candidate, 
Allen G. Campbell, hied a paper with Gov­ 
ernor Murray, protesting against the issuing 
of a certificate of election to Apostle Cannon, 
although it appeared that he had a large ma­ 
jority of the votes cast, on the grounds, 
among others, that he is not a citizen of the 
United States, and being a polygamist, is not 
capable of becoming a citizen in good faith. 
Tficse fttoU had long been notorious, and 
therefore the votes cast for Cannon at said 
election, must be held to be void, and he 
(Campbell) being the only eligible candidate 
tunning at said election, must have been 
elected, and the Governoi’s certificate should 
he issued accordingly. Cannon’s reply, in 
which he claims that he was naturalized in 
due aud legal form twenty-six years ago, and 
that 
IK HE WERE A KOLTGAMfST, 
As charged by Campbell, it would not dis­ 
qualify him for the office of delegate, was 
filed with Governor Murray yesterday. 
Thereupon the case was argued at lengtlt 
before the Governor by counsel for the re­ 
spective parties. It was shown by a copy of 
the actual record of the Court, in which Can­ 
non claims to have been naturalized, prop­ 
erly certified by the Clerk of said Court, 
that on the day when Cannon claims to have 
been uaturaliz-d no such naturalization pro­ 
ceedings took place. The Clerk also certified, 
under his seal, that from the organization of 
the Court to the present time, he having cus­ 
tody of its records, and having examined 
them carefully, he was unable to find any 
record in any of said records of the naturaii- 
ization of George Q. Cannon. The pretended 
certificate relied upon by Cannon does not 
purport to be au exemplification of any 
record of any Court of record, aud 
IS THEREFORE VOID ON ITS FACE. 
No record of the naturalization of Cannon 
in open Court, signed by the Judge, exi ts 
and the naturalization law iu force at that 
time makes such record the only proof of the 
fact, without which, the statute says, the 
party shall not be deemed to be a citizen. It 
was argued by Cannon’s counsel that if all 
this were true, the Governor was not author­ 
ized to take cugniznnze of it; itshould be left 
to the House of Representatives. The Gov­ 
ernor did not take that view of it. The Act 
of Congress organizing Utah says that the 
Governor shall declare the person who re­ 
ceived the greatest number of votes duly 
elected, aud shall certify accordingly. An 
Act of Congress, approved June 8, 1872, pro­ 
vides that no person shall be capable of vot­ 
ing or of holding office in any Territory, wl.o 
is not a citizen of the United States, or has 
not declared his intention to become such. 
Under this rule 
THE TERRITORY OF UTAH 
Restricted the right of voting and of holding 
office to citizens of the United States, ex­ 
cluding such as had merely declared their 
intentions to become such. The Governor 
held that this action «if Congress, and of the 
Territory, bound him to take cognizance of 
the fact, which he considered establi,lied, 
that Cannon is an alien, and is, therefore, 
ineligible to hold the office of Delegate. 
Under other circumstances, says tho Gov­ 
ernor in his ruling. Cannon might become 
naturalized before his term of otfice begins. 
But it is charged by Campbell, aud not de­ 
nied by Cannon, that the latter is living in 
violation of the law of 1862, making polyg­ 
amy a felony, and cannot, therefore, be well- 
disposed toward the Government of the 
United States, not being a citizen, and being 
incapable from 
HIS PROFESSION AND MANNER OF LIFE 
Of taking the oath of naturalization in good 
faith, and these facts having been notorious 
for years, it follows that the votes cast for 
him as Delegate are lost, and Allen G. Camp­ 
bell being the person, a citizen of the United 
States, and possessing all the other necessary 
qualifications, who received the greatest num 
ber of votes at said election, the Governor is 
bound by the law to declare said Campbell 
duly elected, and to certify accordingly. The 
Governor awarded the certificate of election 
to Allen G. Campbell this morning, and im­ 
mediately left Salt Lake bound to Louisville, 
Kentucky, on important private business 
which he has postponed several days that he 
might hear the argument and decide on this 
question. 
A GENTILE VI*W OF THE AFFAIR. 
The Tribune was the first to anuounce the 
issuance of the certificate of election to Allen 
G. Campbell by hoisting the Stars and Stripes 
and by bulletiningthe news, which soon spread 
all over the city, and was received with re­ 
joicing by the Gentries, who regard it as the 
m« st severe blow the Mormon Church has 
ever received. The action of the Governor is 
commended in the highest terms by non­ 
Mormons, wh »think he has taken the first 
step toward overthrowing the theocratic gov­ 
ernment planted in the heart of the Repub­ 
lic. The Mormons feel bitter, and the church 
organ denounces the proceeding as a great 
outmge which shoull forever damn the 
G -vernor, and should cause his removal from 
otfice. Cannon’s friends this evening applied

T he Loss of th e L npnta. 
A st o r ia , January 8th.—By the arrival of 
the lighthouse tender, Mary Taylor, this even­ 
ing, from Tillamook Rock, ihe loss of the 
Briti-h ship Lupata is confirmed. Captain 
Wheeler, Superintendent of Tillamook llock 
Lighthouse, arrived here this evening, and 
reports that on Monday evening, the 3d 
instant, about 8 o’clock, the weather being 
thick and the wind blowing hard from the 
southeast, the workmen on the rock suddenly 
heat d loud voices shouting, and on emerging 
from their houses saw a ship’s light just in­ 
side of the rock, and immediately after heard 
a command given, “ Haid aport !” ReaL::- 
ing that the ves-el was iu close proximity to 
the rock ami lives in jeopardy, Captain 
Wheeler ordered lanterns tobe lighted and to 
be placed in the lower story, and as speedily 
as possible a large bonfire was started, the 
illumination from which revealed a large ves­ 
sel apparently not two hundred yards front 
the east side of ths lock. The red or port 
light of the ship was in sight about five min­ 
utes, when it gradually disappear* d. Those 
on the rock co_cliu!ed that ths Captain had 
backed ship aud successfully -teered his ves­ 
sel out of danger. This mottling, for the first 
v.mo since then, the fog disappeared and it 
was fonu 1 that the Capt.in, instead of round­ 
ing the rock to the westward, had run his 
vessel ashore on a reef of rock running out 
from Tillamook, the topmast being plainly 
visible from six to ten feet above Ihe water. 
The shore lice being a bold bluff rock for a 
considerable distance from the scene of the 
wreck, it is n.oie than likely that the whole 
ship’s company were lost, ;.nd the wreckage 
cast ashore leaves no doubt that the unfor­ 
tunate vessel was the British ship Lupata, of 
Loudon.

C. W. Brown and Sam uel Davis Held to 
Answer for Horse-Stealing. 


The examination in the cases of the two 
men who were arrested on Friday in this city 
for stealing the span of horses from J ames T. 
Jackson’s ranch, on the upper Stockton road, 
was held before Justice Gilmer on Saturday, 
City A ttorney Anderson prosecuting. 
It 
appeared from the testimony presented that 
the two men came to the city on the first day 
of the present mor th and took a room at the 
Morse House, registering their names as 
O. W. Brown and Samuel Davis, the latter 
claiming, however, up n his examination, 
th at his real name was H . S. B urnett. They 
remained at the hotel until the time of their 
arrest, and represented themselves as traders. 
On Thursday evening they were absent from 
supper, and did not return until about 8 
o’clock the next morning, when they called for 
breakfast. 
They stated th at they had been 
out making a trade and had taken a span of 
horses at a great bargain, and tried to fell 
them to Mr. Morse, proprietor of the hotel, 
for 8100, but he did not wish to purchase. 
C. W . Brown then went out to sell them, and 
applied to C. C. Brown, a t the corner of 
Fourth and K , asktog §256 for the horses, 
but claiming th at he did not care to sell if he 
could oniy raise §125 on them for ten days, 
as in that tim e he would receive the money 
from his father’s estate in K entucky. 
He 
also represented th at he had owned the horses 
about two years ; th at he broke them aud 
th at they were thoroughly broken, and th at 
he lived about five miles from this city upon 
the upper Stockton road.

work holding these horses by their halter 
straps. 
T hat the men stated to him (hat 
there was a mortgage on the horses, and they 
wanted to beat the mortgagee out of the 
money, and offered to sell them verv cheap, 
and th at he purchased them for §87, th at 
being all the money he had. 
H e also stated 
that he did not know Davis, and never saw 
him until that day. when he was trying to 
purchase one of the horses. 
A t this point he stopped abruptly and 
said : .“ Ah, well, its no use ; I will be held 
here any how, and I will make my statem ent 
at another tim e.” 
Davis also stated that he did not know O. 
VV. Brown, and never saw him until he tried 
to purchase one of the horses from him 
He explained the m annerin which he expected 
to purchase the horse (not having any money 
upon 
him 
when 
arrested), 
by saying 
r.hat he was going to give H iram Tubbs, of 
Oakland, as security. 
The register of the 
Morse House was presentid in the case, 
showing their names registered'together, and 
th at they occupied the same room from the 
1st to the 6th of this m onth. The clerk ot the 
hotel alsj testified th at they were about to­ 
gether during th at time. 
A t the conclusion of the examination the 
defendants weie neld to answer to the charge 
of grand larceny before the Superior Court, 
in the sum of 82,500 each. 
A fter this de­ 
cision was anLouuced, the C ity A ttorney 
asked th at an order be made authorizing the 
1 hiet of Police to pay to M r. Beals the 
§121 50 taken from 15re>wn a t the time of his 
arrest. 
Defendant Brown also joined in the 
request, and stated that, the money belonged 
to Mr. Beals. 
The C ourt made such an 
order, and M r. Beals received back the

The result of this investi- 
gati n was a report, which was submitted^ to 
Pariiam eot a t its opening, recommending 
the adoption of the “ three f’s ”—fair rents, 
free sales and fixity of tenure. 
The Com­ 
mission proposes th at rer.t be fixed by two 
arbitrators, one representing the tenant and 
the other the Land Court, w ith power to sum­ 
mon an umpire if necessary, and that the rent 


when fixed is to remain 
unchanged for 
tw enty one years. 
The Com nifsinn would 
take away tfce p <tver of eviction excepting 
for the ui n-payment of rent. Subletting or 
waste-occupying t-Eanto are not to be al- 
^oweo to contract themselves cut of the Act, 
buv. Rou occupying tenants are to be allowed 
to do so, sub j ct to certain lim itations, and 
corpcrai.'one and lim ited owners thould be 
enabled to sell, the am ount of annual pay­ 
m ent not to exceed the present rent.

is talk here in London of a c alition between 
the Radicals and the Tolies against the Irish 
policy of the Government.

m ethod of brightening iron, which ap­ 
pears suitable for some of th e l.ss im ­ 
portant paits of large clocks, ¡3 recom ­ 
m ended by Boden : The articles to be 
brightened are, when taken from the forge 
or the rolls, in the case of such articles as 
plate, wire, etc., placed in diluted sul­ 
phuric aciil (1 to 20), where they remain 
for aliout an hour. 
This has the effect of 
cleansing them , and they are washed clean 
w ith w ater and dried w ith saw dust. They 
are then dipped for about a second in com­ 
mercial nitrous acid, 
washed carefully, 
dried iu saw dust aud rubbed clean. 
It'is 
said th a t iron goods thus treated acquire, 
w ithout undergoing any of the usual pol­ 
ishing operation, a bright surface having a 
w hite glance. 
Care should be taken by 
any one using the nitrous acid not to in­ 
hale th e fumes. 


Ice W a te r W ith o u t Ii e.— Toselli's 
coobng goblet cu isirts of a cylindrical cup 
for holding any liquid, into which may be 
plunged an inner goblet like an inverted 
truncated cone, and having a bed which 
rests on the outer cup. 
P u ttin g about 
four ounces of nitrate of amm onia in the 
inner goblet, filling it w ith cold w ater and 
stirring it, so as to hasten the solution, the 
tem perature of the outer liquid is soon re­ 
duced at least 22 degrees F ahrenheit. The 
salt may he used for an indefinite period 
by spreading it oa a plate after each trial, 
and exposing it to the sun until it crystal­ 
lizes anew. 
Tho inventor prepares a salt 
which will low er the tem perature 50 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit in the w arm est countries.

The San Francisco Cali of January 9th 
has the following : 
Concerning a rum crthathas gained some 
credence as to the possibility of California 
Democrats contesting the seat of General 
M iiler in the United Stales Senate, and a 
proposed visit of Judge Wallace, the Dem­ 
ocratic nominee, to W ashington for the 
purpose of preferring charges against his 
competitor, relying upon a Democratic 
Senate to do him justice, the latter gentle­ 
man, in a conversation w ith a Call reporter 
last night, said : “ I have heard something 
of the rumor, but individually am rot in­ 
terested in anything that may grow ont of 
it.” 
On being reminded that the rumor 
arose from the fact that upper counties 
which had given Democratic majorities had 
returned Republican members of the Leg­ 
islature, and of the statem ents as fact, that 
undue or illegal means had been used to 
accomplish this result the gentleman said : 
“ If these statem ents are true, as a citizen 
I should be in favor ot having General 
Miller’s seat contested, and if they were 
established as facts there is no doubt 
that the United States Senate w ill de­ 
clare the seat vacant. 
I would rather, for 
the sake of the country and the fair fame 
of the State, that no such facts could he 
established, but no good citizen of cither 
party could wish ¡to see a man hold such a 
high office, when illegally obtained.” Con­ 
cerning the action of Speaker l ’arks, in 
ru'ing the resolution out of order that was 
offered by Assemblyman J. If. Gilmore, to 
the effect that no candidate for United 
States Senator should be voted for in the 
Assembly until he had come before it, and 
solemnly stated that he had not, directly 
or indirectly, used any fraudulent means 
in securing his election, Judge W allace 
said : 
“ Ifi seems to me that, had I been 
in Speaker Parks’ situation, I would have 
strained a point of order to allow action on 
the resolution.” 
The gentleman tacitly 
assented to the statem ent that, if called 
uj ou by a caucus of the Democratic mem­ 
bers of the Assembly to contest the elec­ 
tion of General Miller, he would be in 
duty compelled to do so, however reluc­ 
tant he m ight he from personal relations 
with the respondent. 
He added, laugh­ 
ingly. 
“ Everybody knows that I didn’t 
use any money. 
I didn’t use over $1,000 
in the campaign.”
